OUR ARMY, 


The most interesting event at home last 
week was the military debate which took 
place in the House of Commons yesterday 
week. We must confess that the more we hear 
ofour Army and its reformers the less we like 
the look of the whole affair. Mr. Arnold-Forster 
himself is in some ways the least convincing 
champion and apologist of bis own department. 
He had in the House of Commons a difficult 


the Government, it is an immediately striking 
fact that after so many years of tinkering and 
so many changes of Ministers and schemes, our 
organisation should still be in a wonderfully 
fluid gondition and our readioess for offence 
and defence on land so extremely questiouable, 
that many who are given to thinking about 
such trifles as national policy and Imperial 
security in preference to devoting all their 
brain power to the latest music-hall succéss or 
the last society scandal, are unable tw sleep 
very quietly o'nights for anxiety. No smovth 
and smug defence trom the Ministerial beuches, 
however effective from thé Parliamentary point 
of view, can blind our eyes to a state of attairs 
that has become deplorable, or reassure us with 
comfort that is allon paper. 

Chief from our point ot view, of the subjects 
criticiseo in the House of Commons yesterday 
week, is the ‘question of -Artillery Rearma- 
ment. On this question Mr. Arnoid-Furster 
made certain definite statements which were 
reovived with cheers by a House touched to 
sympathy by his able and spirited detence. 
We will not again go into the whole story. 
We will content ourselves with repeating that 
none of the new batteries were ordered until 
October of last year, when twenty-one batteries 
were put in hand after the indictment broughte 
by the London Press against the Department. 
hispill foranearthquake was followed in Decem- 
ber—when the agitation had spread and the 
whole English Press was thunderously calling 
for immediate action—by the completion of 
the necessary orders. [t would be interesting 
to have chapter and verse for Mr. Amold- 
Forster’s assertion. In the highest interests of 
the nation we want to know where these 
guns of April were mariufactured and why, if 
their manufacture can be proved, Mr. Arnold- 
Forster did not still the agitation before it had 
well begun, as he could so easily have done, 
by the production of proof of so reassuring a 
statement. 

Mr. Arnold-Forster has convinced ug that 
he is most hard-working, earnest, and self- 
sacrificing. His personal devotion to duty has 
never been called in question. We are per- 
suaded that he has done his level best and 
that he has ideas which are good. But the 
Army is suffering from a disease of ideas. 
What it wants is practical application, téwer 
doctors, less diagnosis, and a more continuous 
treatment. It.is something to know that the 
War Oficé is inclined to hold its hands with 
regard to the new rifle. For neither Lord 
Roberts nor Mr, Arnold-Forster was very 
successful in combating the objection to its 
continued supply to the whole Army. Experi- 
ments in Somaliland are not a perfect answer 
to the volume of criticism in Eugland, and it 
is a senseless policy to waste millions of money 
until the return is sure, so long as the present 
weapon is not—like the present field-gun— 
hopelessly obsolete. 

Perhaps the best suggestion made in the 
course of the debate was Colonel Welby’s sug- 
gestion that the Government and Opposition 
should confer amicably to work out a scheme 
of national defence, and should pledge them- 
selves to see that it was continuously’ carried 
into effect. That sounds Utopian. But it 
should be capable of realisation with a little 
real patriotism, and mutual consideration for 
the good of the couutry and the Empire. 
Meanwhile it would be to the good if Mr. 
Arnold-Forster and Mr. Balfour, who is equally 
responsible, could manage to get a clearer 
grasp of the essential facts with which they

The “Fileuse” was’a 
marvel ; he played with-it, and us, and made 
the swift soft flying notes float in the air. His 
own compositions, a waltz and av impromptu, 
show character, and are exactly suited to his 
playing, especially the latter. ‘I'he most extra 
ordinary p.ece of playing was the last item, 
the X[[Ith Liszt Rhapsody ; in that he was 
“electric,” and made his bearers almost gasp 
at moments; one could hardly realize the 
passages, as they came and went,—only a 
general sense remained of whirling, lightest, 
swiftest sonnd. M. Raoul Pugno is indeed an 
unusual pianist—and musician. One hardly 
need talk of dexterity and light touch and 
skill ; he seems to have left all that behind, to 
grasp his music arid “scatter” that music at 
us; it may be called a “tour de force,” but 
the force is too natural to be anything but 
mesmeric. 


To comment upon a performance which 
ealls for nothing but unstinted praise is to 
reduce criticism toa nullity.It was with feelings 
suchas these that welistened to M. Raotil Pugno’s 
second and u nfortunately last concett lastnight 
at the New Khedivial Hotel. While most ex- 
ponents of music are to acertain extent biased 
by their nationality, M. Pugno’s interpretations 
are as unlimited as they are true and thorough. 
Each item of his widely-chosen programme 
elicited more enthusiastic applause than the 
preceding one. The concert opened withr Bach’s 
“Concerto Italien,” of which the first movement, 
an Allegro Animato, convinced us that’ his 


breadth of power and delicacy of touch 


yielded in nothing to his perfect execution. The 
Andante molto espressivo was justly ‘appreciat- 
ed and was followed by a Presto gioioso which 
was brilliantly performed. With such’ a master 
at the key-board it would ill become’ us 
to evince surprise, but we mist own to 
having been impressed beyond’ our expect- 
ation by the sympathy and depth of feeling 
displayed in the Beethoven Sonata in Re 
minor, the Adagio of which was rendered with 
great tenderness. The second part was devo- 
ted to Schumatin’s “Carnaval de Vienne.” Tn | 
the Allegro thoyement the effect produced was 
that of an orchéstra such as” we have rarely 
heard. The Intermezzo met with long and 
deserved applause. In Chopin Mr Pugno was, 
if anything, at his best.

This table shows that in 2nd and 3rd class 
fares, which constitute nearly 90% of the total, 
there has been a very sensible’ redyction.of 
tariff. For jonger distances the reduttion is 
even greater, but as the average distance 
travelled in Eyypt is only 29 miles, the above 
figures are fairly accurate. 

In 1887 the 3rd class passengers earned 
aboup 21, of the total gross receipts of the 
railway. In 1903 they earned 27.5 per cent. 

In 1887 the 3rd class passengers formed 80 
per cent. of the total numbers: in 1903 they 
form 90 \per cent. ‘I'he figures show at any rate 
that this traffic is very valuable, and we have 
elsewhere expressed our opinion that it is even 
yet capable of increase.

by a broad belt of dunes, and contaminated 
with drainage of salt soils and the insetting 
sea. On the seaboard itself lies an almost 
continuous \chain of vast lagoons, and tora 
long day’s journey south of these the land will 
still be found deep marsh, rotten with the 
overflowing of disused canals and lost arms of 
the Nile, almost trackless, and only now 
beginning to undergo here and there the first 
process of reclamation. 
THE FEN FELLAH. 

In their present state, as might be expected, 
the fens have very few inhabitants ; and per- 
haps none of the sparse settlements, now fouud 
within their southern fringe, are much older 
than the nineteenth century. For almost with- 
out exception these have grown up round 
isolated tarmsteads, and still bear the names 
of local owners of land who were living far to 
southward not above a genetation or two ago. 
When the Egyptian population under the rule 
of the last Mameluke Beys was not the half 
of its present figure, there was little tempta- 
tion to attempt the conquest of saline 
and water-logged soils; and local tradition 
remembers & uot distant epoch—not more 
distant’ than Mohamed*_Ali’s day—when 


all the district was a~secure, if uncomfort- 


able, refuge for thé broken men who would 
avoid the tax-gétherer and the conscription- 
dtficer, or-had deserted trom the battalions 
that the inexurable Pasha was for ever sending 
to the conquest of Arabia, the Sudan, or Syria. 
I'he repute of the northern marshes remained, 
what it had been in the fitth century after 
Christ, when Heliodorus described, in the 
opening sceue of his 
‘AETHIOPIC ROMANCE,’ 

an amphibious outlawed society living there 
by fishing aud raiding ; and some trace of this 


‘state}of things is sull to be discerned in the 


timrd and farouche manner which characterises 
even now the inhabitants of the few older 
hamlets. Here alone in modern Egypt fellahi 
women habitually bar the outer door at sight 
of a stranger, and children run to hide amon, 
the reeds or. brushwvod, and éven grown mev 
met in the way, hold aloof like Bedawis ° tili 
iuformed of your character and purpose. 
Although the animal is certainly not now to 
be found there, many natives asserted to me 
that they had seen the wild boar in past years, 
and twice I came on traditions even of the 
hippopotamus, ;traditions held by simple men, 
who can hardly have derived’ them from 
foreign sources. And-why not from thei: 
futhers ? For there is historical record of a 
hippopotamus having been killed in the 
Northern Delta in 1818, . 
ANCIENT PROSPERITY. 

Despite, however, the discouraging face of 
Nature, this fen has not always been the 
desolagion it now is ; and it was the knowledge 
that‘it had had a more populous past which 
towx me there in the spring of 1903. ‘The maps 
oi st, all imperfect and sketchy as they are,’ 
show a number of ill-defined spots whose names 
are prefaced by sum or tell, sure indication of 
sites of ancient towns. For the past three 
years there has been found in Crete proof on 
proof of communication with Egypt, and where 
better than in the Northern Delta should its 
traces be sought beyond the sea? To be sure 
nothing reminiscent of Aigean culture had 
been found in the Lower Delta up to that 
time; but there remained this unexplored 
marsh-land: I looked up the authorities, They 
supplied nothing, not even a medieval or 
modern description of the region. All travellers 
had passed it by and betaken themse'ves to 
the higher valley. So I had to go, as to an 
unknown land, and see for myself ; and, if in 
the event the things I had hoped to find were 
not forthcoming, others appeared by the way 
which I had not been led to expect. To visit 
the marsh-land you may leave the 

‘BERARI’ RAILWAY, 
which traverses mid-Deltafrom Dessouk on the 
one Nile to Sherbin on the other, at any point, 
but preferably at Kafres-Sheikh or Belkas, for 
thence roads have been made northward towards 
the limit of habitation. That is soon reached so 
far as the great flats are concerned, lying be- 
tween the three or four main waterways, which 
are old Nile-arms. But along the farther 
course of these a few tiny clusters of huts ma, 
be seen to northward. Lower Delta hamlet- 
are built up of mud into such fantastic pepper- 
pot forms as will throw off the frequent rains 
of the Delta, and, seen afar, suggest nothing so 
much as structures of gigantic building insects. 
Thereafter nothing lies ahead but the greaf) 
saline flats, upon which-vision is limited only 
by the curvature of the earth. Their mono 
tonous surface is varied by great tracts of 
inundation, which dry slowly as the spring ad- 
vances, leaving broad plains reticulated like a 
crocodile’s hide, and always most treacherons

ditches ; not the half-wild buffaloes, strayed 
from southern farmsteads, which you may 
startle from their wallows and send soughing 
knee-deep through the slime ; not even that 
vivifying force of Egypt, the ruffling north 
wind, tirelessly bowing the strident reeds. Yet 
with all its monotony and deadness the land 
exhilarates the traveller ; for the breeze blows 
hard and clear off the sea and the salt lagoons 
to northward—hard and clear, in Stevenson’s 
phrase, ag through the rigging of a ship—and 
the flats have the mysterious attraction which 
is common to all great levels of free horizon.
